I am glad you are in Los Angeles, hut sorry that 
Wednesday night is my busiest night of the week. 

Three of four years &go I tried writing the autobiography 
of Walter Thomas Mills. There was too much to brag about, so 
I changed biography but his wife, and later widow, had no 
conception of human interest. 

So I decided to use the material as the basis of a 
historical novel, which will be ready for sale, probably in 
March, by the Island Press. It covers the years 1850 to 
1872. 


What may especially interest you is that a "modern" woman 
of 1872, a cold beauty who is largely ostracized by the students 
of the University of Iowa because she is studying medicine, 
shows "Sammy" that his lifework should be in the ministry, 
preaching the truth, justice and liberty of today and tomorrow, 
rather than of the past. 

One of the major movie studios is giving the galley 
proofs pre-pubj_ication consideration, but the ending may 
sour them, although there are four or five ways a movie plot 
might be made from the book. And, as Virginia Wright says in 
the DAILY NEWS, maybe some day Hollywood will discover that 
there are other religious groups besides the Catholic. 

There is a glimpse of the "radical" Republican party 
of 1856 but the book is preponderantly "popular entertainment." 

I have the manuscript here but would like to give you 
a book. Could you tell me your permanent address? I expect to 
move from this address in two weeks, but can be reached at 
2450 Armstrong Ave., L.A. 26 within the next year or so. 

I linotype at the Highland Park News-Herald, but I should.warn 
you that I am 95 ; % deaf and we might not get along easily if you 
happened to drop in there. I "get" good voices fairly well but 
have difficulty with most people. 

Incidentally, I am not advertising the Walter Thomas 
Mills connection until I see how his family reacts. There is 
no logical reason for any objections, but some people are very 
finicky about famous kinsmen, and don't like to see them 
portrayed as human beings. Mrs. Mills wanted me to concentrate 
on his speeches. She could not seem to understand that the 
words weren't so much— it was the spirit of the man who 
delivered them, something tfkard to capture in cold print.

Again, we are so deeply in your debt for the way you poured 
yourself out to us yesterday. 

In regard to the question of giving which you said we would 
discuss next time, if some of the following ideas click with you 
I wish you might present them as your own without reference to me 
in any ’way. I will join in on the chorus. First, our giving is 
totally inadequate both to the needs and to our ability. The 
tithe of our income which has been a standard which few have 
attained is today nothing less than the crumbs that fall from 
our tables, with a world in the place of Lazarus. 

We constantly lament the low standard of giving but give 
people a powerful motive and they will give, and if we can raise 
the standard now by means of the world's unparalleled suffering, 
may - e not have formed a permanent habit of giving? 

Is it time to attempt to approximate New Testament standards, 
the Golden Rule, Give us", "the fatherless and widowed"? 

As we sit at our well filled tables, sleep in comfort and 
even luxury, are we ourselves satisfied with our meager giving? 
How seriously are we to take the prohibition against treasures 
for the moth and rust of inflation? 

Should we lay up for our grandchildren's education 20 years 
from now while other children starve to death for the food this 
money might buy? 

Does social security and old-age pensions raise any question 
about laying up for a rainy day? 

These are only the few of the questions for which I hope we 
find ample time on Feb. 14. 

I regret I did not ask time to tell about the new plans for 
collection of clothing and to suggest that we follow the lead of 
the Brethren and Friends and some others in having a continuous 
clothing and bedding collection, and that I did not emphasis the 
appeal of the Brethren for immediate shipments of blankets. These 
two will have to wait.

I have been very happy over the fact that you have been in touch with 
H* F. Hancox about recruiting for the fellowship and about the splendid plane you 
and Alma have ia this connection* We agreed immediately to let you have the member¬ 
ship list and I trust that is going through the office routiae promptly* 

I want to check with you about one or two aspects of this recruiting cam* 
paiga* I note that you are planning to write to a good many ministers* I am wonder* 
ing whether this will be to those who are not members of the fellowship and whom 
you will be asking to join or whether it is to fellowship members urging them to 
recruit new people and perhaps giving them suggestions as to how to do that effect¬ 
ively or whether this will mean writing to both types. In any case, it would be 
helpful if H. F* and I could have copies of the sort of letter you send to people* 

It would give us a better idea of what you are doing and it would also I am sure 
give us stimulating and valuable suggestions. 

Early last fall I had an idea of getting ten or a dozen of the best-known 
ministers who belong to F 0 B to sign a statement 9 which would take off from our 
Thirtieth Anniversary, point out that the work of the Fellowship is more important 
than ever, fcrge people therefore to join and to recruit others, etc. This was while 
I was away on my trip to the Coast. Nevin was not able to do anything about it 
along with the many other things he had to handle, so the idea went by the board 
temporarily* 

I am wondering now whether you would think that some such statement might 
be useful# If so, would we send it out to our list of pacifist ministers or would 
it be a good idea for you to do it or perhaps for Allan Chalmers and Fosdick to do 
it in the name of the Covenant of Peace group? Also, have ypu any suggestions as 
to the content of such a statement if it is to be prepared? Though the Thirtieth 
Anniversary was last November 11 and 12, the statement might still take a start 
from that fact, especially as it is so closely linked with the close of World War II, 
the advent of the atomic bomb, etc#

This man says: “I didn't help any¬ 
one today. But I didn't harm anyone, 
either. I'm all right.” 

And he's wrong. 

Both these men were standard, if we 
accept the word as meaning average. 
They were neither hot nor cold; neither 
really good nor wickedly bad. They 
just got by, and that's all. 

And that isn’t enough. You didn’t 
harm anyone today?

Toward a New World 

By Richard Kendrick 

O NE of the toughest and most vital 
reconstruction jobs which war- 
torn countries face both in Europe and 
the Far East is the restoration of 
schools and universities. Under the 
Nazi occupation, a severe shortage of 
food, clothing, and shelter, and a gen¬ 
eral disruption of student and faculty 
life, forced many educational institu¬ 
tions to shut down. In China, the ad¬ 
vance of Japanese armies made it 
necessary for students and professors 
to withdraw farther into the interior 
of the country and reorganize their 
institutions. 

Commenting on the death and de¬ 
struction of student life which war 
has left in its wake, Huntley Dupre, 
executive secretary of the World Stu¬ 
dent Service Fund, calls for a new 
kind of vengeance: 

“Guiltless students lucky enough to 
survive this war that destroyed so 
many of their equally guiltless fellows 
in all lands,” he stales, “owe a debt 
to these dead comrades. They must be 
definitely avenged. But how? In the 
historic fashion of blood vengeance ? 
No! Not in a rational world of reason¬ 
able men who cherish their common 
birthright of manhood. They must be 
avenged in the name of all youth, of 
all human hopes, of reason, of hu¬ 
manity, by invincible good wil 1, by 
moral convictions, and by effective 
institutions.” 

To actuate this “vengeance,” Mr. 
Dupre suggests “the widest exchange 
of students and professors, interna¬ 
tional pilgrimages of students on va¬ 
cations, realistic international student 
conferences on the paramount issues 
of the day, the most universal exchange 
of student news and ideas in a devel¬ 
oping international student press, in¬ 
ternational student centers in the 
principal cosmopolitan universities 
round the world, and collaboration 
with all constructive international bod¬ 
ies, including an International Office 
of Education.” 

Certainly too much cannot be done 
to advance the cause of education the 
world over. Too much cannot be done 
to stimulate it with a new co-opera¬ 
tive and constructive spirit of world 
unity. For it is youth who will be mak¬ 
ing tomorrow's decisions—or unmak¬ 
ing today's!
